THE RESULTS OF SOLIDITY. 
When the Democrats, at the opening of 
the present political canvass, boasted that 
they would: have’ the support of the solid 
South, and ‘when Gen. Wap Hampron 
confidently promised ‘its 188 Electoral votes 


.to the Cincinnati nominee, they doubtless 


thought that therein they had a source of 
great strength and.-an advantage over their 
opponents. According to their reasoning, 


-here ‘was & solid reserve of 188 out of the 


869 votes, salted down as it were, and the 
contest would be Over the remaining 281, of 
which they nieédéd -only to get 47'to make 
sure of siccess:: Considered as a sum in 
arithmetic “the problem looked easy. But 
these short-sighted caloulators are gradually 
finding out-that the’ solid. South is a source 
of weakness and not of strength, and that its 
effect is to ‘unite the’ North against it with a 
decidedtpreponderance of Electoral votes, 
It would have been far: better for the Demo- 
crats if ‘the South»had not been solid. In 
the abstract it might be thought that it 
would also haye been better for the country 
and forthe South itself, but what is best for 
Democratic suécess is not best for the coun- 
try, and we may be indebted to the solid 
South for a continuance of the ascendency 
of the North,’ or; “aswe prefer to regard it, 
of the national ‘policy in out:-Government, 
which finds its sapport in the character and 
principles of: the Republican Party. 

The effect of the solidity of the South was 
to make its ideas and aims obviously control- 
ling influencesin the Democratic Party. Its 
candidate must be the: choice of the South- 
ern Conservatives, as they call themselves, 
its. success must be their succdss, and an 
administration’ fesulting from such. suc- 
cess ~ must “be. dominated by them. 
Tf the.. Bouth ‘had been divided, 
if the Demiocratit Party of the North- were 
the controlling wing, and if a candidate had 
been chosén..who was in a conspicuous sense 
representative of “Democratic: doctrine on 
living « issués and “questions of national 
breadth, then ‘there ‘might have been «a .di- 
vision of the North anda far greater chance 
of succeis forthe party. Many people 
would not’ have seen in that success any 


It will be 60 a8 long. as they maintain their 
attitude and refuse to divide. If they per- 
sist in remaining solid, it will be in solid 
isolation, not as a controlling but a sub- 
ject section, looked upon as a source of dan- 
ger. until the influences of national progress 
shall have gradually disintegrated the stub- 
born mass. 


AN INDUSTRIAL OPPORTUNITY. 
In. letter urging a special exhibition of 
cotton—samples; tools, processes, and the 
like—-Mr, WARD ArTkiNeON states with 
emphasis the ‘undoubted fact. that the cul- 
ture and treatment of the staple have always 
been kept subject by slavery to the most 
barbarous tools and methods, and hence that 
there is a-very broad field open to inventors: 
and ‘capitalists in: the North for improve- 
ment-inthose. .Heenters alao into some cal- 
culations of the possible value of the cotton 
crop hereafter. From 6,000,000 bales of 
fibre per year (last year’s crop exceeded 
5,000,000). there’ will be 38,000,000 tons of 
seed remaining after providing for the next 
season's planting. Treating all of this seed 
asa portion is‘already treated, it will yield 
90,000,000 gallons of oil, 1,800,000 tons of oil 
cake or. meal, and 1,500,000 tons of hulls, 
the latter being probably capable of conver- 
sion into half as many tons of paper. If not 
so used, the hulls can go with the cake as 
food for cattle; making 2,800,000 tons-in all. 
Each. ton of this would carry at least five 
sheep for six months, and during the other six 
they would have ample food from the annual 
grasses that-are the pest of the cotton plant- 
er, or from corn-fodder, cow-peas, or other 
refuse,or alternate crops. The waste from 
the cétton-gin .and oil-press, with other 
waste of the cotton farm, will, therefore, suf- 
fice for not less than 14,000,000 or 15,000,000 
sheep; and, probably for double that num- 


‘ber. ‘These sheep, folded upon. the cotton 


fiéld, ‘would so fertilize the soil as to double 
the crop of cotton on any given acre of up- 
lands. 

The importance of cotton-seed has al- 
ready been suggestively shown. Prior to 
1872 the quantity of seed exported was not 
separately stated; the first statement of the 
article at all was.in 1869, when the value re- 
turned for both seed and oil was only $50,444, 
while that of lard-oil was almost twice as 
much.

starving population, Meanwhile, i some of 
the actual subjects of the Sultan have taken 
occasion to express their views on the 
affairs of the Empire, 
that they have a. much clearer . idea 
of the needed . reforms ..than. the 
Cabinets and Ambassadors of the great pow- 
ers. ‘The Turkish people are very much in 
the position of a man sick unto death in the 


midst of a council of eminent physicians, all 


studying his case with a view to the advance- 
ment of science, and wholly neglecting to 
give him medicine or attempt a cure. The 
point of view of the powers is external, 
and their policy is shaped, first. of 
all, by: .purely’ selfish considerations, 
British interests, Russian interests; Austrian 
interests, and French interests. take prece- 
dence over Turkish interests in the councils 
of the Cabinets'at London, St. Petersburg, 
Vienna, and Paris. -To the Mohammedan 
or Christian subject of the Sultan, however, 
questions of territorial changes, of Pan- 
slavism; or Panhellenism,:are utterly in- 
significant compared with the question of 
the reform of the Imperial Government,: of 
whose wretched misrule he has daily and 
terrible experience. 

The seditious proclamation which a Con- 
stantinople correspondent says is circulating 
there, calling for the abolition of the Sul- 
tanate as at present: constituted, and the 
election of a Caliph by the people, is not 
only an eVidence'of growing discontent, but 
of the popular conviction that relief is not. to 
be hoped for under: the present form of 
government, and that evolution is 
the only reform. This proclamation goes 
straight to the source and centre of Ottoman 
misgovernment, the vesting of absolute 
power in the person of. one man who ‘is at 
once, the head of the Ohurch and of the 
State. ‘To substitute a Caliph chosen by 
popular. suffrage and controlled © by 
the. Ulema, .a body of - councilors 
comprising the most eminent _ the- 
ologians and jurists in the State, for an 
irresponsible, hereditary Sultan would be a 
long step in advance, and would be the be- 
ginning of that separation of the Church 
and State which so many careful students of ' 
the Eastern question have pronounced to be 
the only alternative to the total collapse of 
the Turkish Empire. A. theocracy. based 
upon intolerance and fanaticism is an 
impossible form of “government. for 
a mation of. heterogeneous. popula- 
tion, and. having. intimate diplomatic 
and commercial relations with other coun- 
tries. No one who has read Mr. Fxeeman’s 


historical writings can’ fail ‘to’ understand . 


why it is that Christians cannot have equal 
rights and the protection of law in Turkey. 
To be tolerant of the personal or property 
rights of the ‘‘infidel dog’’..is to ‘be 
irreligious .and sin against the supreme 
law of the land - But the faithful are 
neatly as. bad. off: as the unbelievers, 
for. both’ are. ruthlessly stripped of 
their earnings by the tax-gatherer to support 
the extravagant vices of the function- 
aries at Constantinople. Justice and liberty 
will be words without meaning in Turkey 
until the State authority is completely secu- 
larized, the principle of local self-govern- 
ment established in the Provinces, and the 
duty of making laws committed to a 
Parliament. elected by the . people. 
A -writer who has lived twenty-five 
years in Turkey, and has been an attentive 
student of her institutions, recently said: 
‘* When the absolutism and caprices of the 
Sultan can be.controlied; when the Augean 
stable of his palace is swept out, when Min- 
isters are made to answer for their crimes to 
a popular body, and the people’s representa- 
tives can overhaul those dens of iniquity 
called public departments at Constanti- 
nople—then and not till then. will. there be 
some chance of strengthening the frame-: 
work ”’ of ‘the Turkish Empire. ° 
Mripzat Pasha’s Constitution, which was 
in {force fora short time in 1876, divested

covery of a stray copy in a second-hand 
bookstore, but practically .the campaign 
life vanishes from the surface of the earth 
the day after election. ‘There is. evidently 


something very strange about the appear- 


ance and disappearance of these biographies, 


‘and the: subject well deserves: investigation, 
As is generally known, the campaign life 
differs radically from all other biographies. 


It displays the accuracy, discrimination, and | 


impartiality of a tombstone inscription. The 
writer is. not supposed for a moment to be 
engaged in an attempt to give a faithful story 
of his hero’s life.or a calm of his 
character, The campaign biography is a 
prolonged eulogy. .The writer sets out to 
demonstrate that the candidate is probably 
‘the noblest and greatest man’ that ever lived, 
and proves this by unflinching assertions, 

illustrated with brilliant anecdotes. As a 
biography the value of the work can be 
readily estimated. Other biographies are 
supposed to be written in the interest of 

historic truth, but the. campaign biography 
lg coneeded to be out of the jurisdiction of 
the historic muse. 

This’ being the character of the regular 
campaign life, it naturally follows that no 
one ever reads it except the reviewer and 
the editor of a hostile newspaper who is in 
search of material to use in ridiculing the 
candidate of the other party. _ The public 
never dreams of reading it. No man was 
ever. induced to change his political views 
by a campaign biography, and no man 
cares to read -a campaign biography of his 
own candidate. As a political argument the 
campaign life is, therefore, utterly useless, 
and the object of its publication is, hence, a 
puzzle to the intelligent foreigner who is try- 
ing to study our political methods. 

Of course, all Americans understand that 
the campaign life of a candidate is merely a 
document prepared by the author for filing 
in the State Department when he applies 
for a Consulship. When the candidate is 
elected, the biographer selects the Consulship 
which he desires, and makes a formal applica- 
tion for it, stating that therewith he has the 
honor to submit the proofs of his fitness for 
the place, marked ‘‘Schedule A.’’ This 
‘Schedule A’’ is the campaign life of the 
successful candidate, and the Secretary of 
State counts the number of pages which it. 
coritains, and if there are over three hundred 
he immediately appoints the biographer to 
the desired post, In case three campaign 
biographers apply for the same Consulship, 
the author of the largest biography gains the 
prize, while to the other competitors are 
given the two other Oonsulships of the class 
officially known as. '« campaign life Consul- 
ships.’’ The unwritten rule of the civil service 
also prescribes that a copy of the campaign 
life must be filed with the President himself 
and with the Chairman of the proper Senate 
committee, and in case the biographer dies 
while in. office, with arrears.of salary due 
him, his Executors or Administrators are 
required to annex acopy of the campaign 
life to. their formal demand for the unpaid 
salary. The fact that there are only 
three Consulships which belong of right to 
campaign biographers explains the otherwise 
remarkable fact that never more. nor less 
than three campaign lives of the same candi- 
date are. published. There remains, how- 
ever, to be explained the miraculous prompt- 
ness with which the publication of the cam- 
paign life follows the candidate’s nomina- 
tion, and with which the book vanishes 
after the election is over. 

’ It is-very certain that the average edition 
of a campaign life is very small. In fact, 
there is reason to believe that it never ex- 
‘ceeds thirty copies. . The author, of course, 
sends one to his candidate as soon as it is 
published, reserves two in order to file them 
with the Secretary of State and the Ohair-. 
man of the Senate committee, and two more 
for the use of his Executors and with a view |
